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A Narrative of ihe Life 
and Death of Mr. John 
Angier, . Miniſter of the 
Goſpel at Denton. 


R. Tohx Angier was Born at 
M Dedham in Eſſex, of Pious Pa- 
rents, and was Baptized there , 

Oftober 8th. 1605. He was careful- 

ly Inftruted by his Parents be-times, in 
the Principles of Religion, Educated in 
School-learning in the fame place, being 
apt and capable, and from his Childhood 
much inclined to his Book, and very deſi- 
rous to be trained up for the M.niftry , 
which he made his early and earneſt choice, 
as appears by this remarkable ſtory, which - 
I haye heard confidently reported by cre- 
dible perſons. It is this: As this Fohn, 
(who was the firſt-born Son, named after 
his Father!) with his three Brethren, Be- 
Laleel, Samucl, and Edmund, were coming 
from School to their Fathers houſe, there

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fell a ſhower of Rain; they all run under a 
Tree in an H:dg for a ſhelter 3 they ſtand- 
ing there fecing it Rain apace, begun to 
make their ſeveral wiſhes; one wiſhed it 
would Rain Learning, another Wool, ano- 
ther Money, and another Plumbs ; thus 
pleaſing themlelves with their juvenile fan- 
cies 3 Which options manifeſted their dif- 
ferent - Incl:nations ,, and became prophe- 
tick preſages of their future diſpoſals : For 
behold, a Neigbour overhearing them, ac- 
quainted their Father, who calling them to 
him,examined them one by one, ſaying Fobn, 
what did you wiſh it might Rain tuch a time 
in ſuch aplace ? He was at preſent ſomething 
abaſhed, and Joath to Anlwer, but being 
further urged, Said, S:r, I wiſht it would 
Rain Learning: Why,faid his Father, what 
Profeſſion woulJſt thou be of ? he Anſwer- 
ed, I would be a Preacher. Come Bezga. 
ſaid the Father, what didſt thou- wiſh it 
would Rain? he anſwered Wool, Why 
ſaid he, what Calling wouldſt thou chule ? 


he anſwered, I would be of your Calling, 


a Clothier :* Samuel, ſaid the Father, what 
had thou a mind it ſhould Rain? He an- 
ſwered Money, for I have a4 mind to be a 
Merchant: And laftly, calling Edmund, de- 


.manding the fame, he anſwered that he de- 
fired it might Rain Plumbs, for he wou!d 
»chuſe to be a..Grocer ; The Father being 


an intclligent copſiderate man, thus obler- 
ving 
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ving every ones genius 3 and being furniſhed 
with a competent eſtace; fuited to them Cal» 
lings according to their wiſhes; Bezalcel was 
a rich. Clothier in Dedham, 2 gracious manz 
he died Offober 30. 1678. Samuel the Third 
Son, being brought up;a, Merchant, lived in 
$00d, repute in FHollani beyond Sea, and 
there died, in March 10665, Edmund the 
youngelt being bound Apprentice to a Gr0- 
cer, went:tinto New-&ngland, and is the 
enly ſurvivor, hath many years kept a Gro- 
cers Shop in Cambridg there, and ſuppoſe 
is living at the writing hereof. 

. But toiretun to the Eldeſt Son Fohy, the 
ſubje& of this diſcourſe. Being trained up a 
Scholar:; proved a norable inftrument of 
Glory. to God, and good to fouls in his 
Senerition. And thus they all anſwered the 
ends of their education;, and had. good 
ſucceſs ; a. good [tem to Parents in diſpoſing 
their children to Callings,., rather to conſulc 
their :Childrens capicities and inclinations, 
than-their own humours-and conveniencies; 
things- do: always , beſt -when voluntarily 
choſen 5 when the ſtream of natural afteRi- 
ons Cuns to the channel of: an adapted Voca- 
tion, 'it bears down- all oppofitions,” and 
attains . the deſired Port of a ſutable 
ſucceſs inthe moſt arduous enterpriſes; hence 
Dr. Harris faith, lie hever attemtped any 
thing: within the verge of his Calling, 
though it ſeemed difficult in the entrance, 
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the Univerſity of Cambridg; he was admit- 
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but with Gods bleſſing on his induſtrious 
proſecution, he found it feaſible and facile; 
but,” jnvit4 Minerv,that which is attemp- 
ted againſt heart, or without an adequate 
Capacity, goes on heavily, and ſeldom ren- 
ders the profeſſor of hisCalling fit to manage 
it to purpoſe, or arrive at .any eminency in 
it, becauſe it goeth againft the grain; wiſe- 
ly thercfore d1d the Arhenians,who brought 
their youth into a place where the Utenſils 
{or all Callings were laid up, that making 
their choice thereof, each might have the 
Calling he had thereby choſen. 

And as his proficiency at School was 
according to his time, fo divine grace did 
betimes begin to reach and touch the-heart 
of this our young Timothy, who from a child 
had known the holy Scriptures, for at Twelve 
years of age the Lord dealt with his con- 
icience, by ſome rays of illumination, and 
dartsof conviction, which more effeually 
were faſtened in him by Mr. Rogers Mi- 
niſtry after his fathers death ; but from his 
firſt convition he had much trouble upon 
his ſpirit, which he kept much to himlelf, 
and often retired into a corner, being aſha- 
med that any one ſhould know of his heart- 
grief : his Mother being a choice and gra- 
cious Chriſtian, often ſpake to him of Soul 
concerns, wept and prayed much for him. ' 
At a competent age his Father ſent him to 


ted 
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ted in Immanuel Colledge, where notwith- 
ſtanding his pious education, and hopeſul 
impreſſions, before mentioned , he fell off 
to vain companie,and looſe praftices,(ſee the 
ſlipperin:{s of youth!) to the great grief of 
his parents, and his own preſent guilt, and 
after bitterneſs in the review. There he con- 
tinued, and commenced Batchellor in Arts 
before his fathers death 5 who being ſick, 
ſent for this his ſon to come home from Cam- 
bridg, but he cam: folate, that inthe after- 
noon,as he approached towards Dedham, he 
met the people going ſrom his fathers Fune- 
ral, which had a very deep impreſſion upon 
him. God took hold of this occaſion more 
effetually. to awaken his conſcience, and A- 
larum him ro his cuty. | 

Mr. Angier was kept a ſeaſon at his mo- 
thers houſe, followed his ſtudies, attended 
on Mr. Rogers Miniſtriez this Mr. 7chn 
Rogers of Dedham was a mirrour and miracle 
of zeal and fucceſs in bis Miniſterial la- 
bours; it was wont to be faid,Come l1ct's go 
to Dedbams to get a little fire : he was Le- 
Aurer there,and preached once onLordsday, 
and a LeQure- on the Txeſday, tro which 
multitudes of peop'e flock'd from the parts 
adjacent; and his plain preaching was blefied 
with a large Harveſt; however tome expreſ- 
ftons and geſtures he uſed, would cow ſeem 


| indecent; yet the gravity of the man,and ge 
| neral reverence people had forkim, render- 
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ed thzem not jonly not offenſive , but ſome- 
Mes very cffeual 3 his takins hold with 
both hands at one time of the lupporters of 
the Canopy over the Pulpit, and roaring 
hideouſly, to reprelcpt the torments, of the 
camned,ha an awakening force attending it. 
Mr. Th 11s Gooawin, after Dr. Goodwin, 
when he was a Fellow in Cambridg , and an 
eminent Prezcher, much followed and ho- 
noured , occalionally hcaring Mr. Rogers, 
fell under tuch convitions , that he after 
p:ofc{icd, that he lookt on himſelf neither 
as a Chriſtian,nor a Preacher;one paſſag-Mr. 
Angier hath oft mentioned, That Mir. Rogers 
being called to Preach a Marriage Sermon , 
1 think inſiſted on the Wedding garment; 
God did to ſet in with. the word, that the 
Marriage-Solemnity was turned into bitter 
mourning,ſo that all the Miniſters that were 
at 00 Marriage were imployed in comfort- 

, Or adviſing, coniciences awakened by 

Ty Sermon. Oh Bleſſed efpouſals be- 
twixt Chriit and Souls, ſuch ſarrom was 
better than carnal Laughter, and laid a 
{olid foundation of Spiritual j ioy. A Gen- 
tl2zwoman that Travelled ten - Miles to hear 
plain and powerful: Mr. Rogers , being in 
great trouvles of conſcience, defired {ome 
conference with him; and after ſhe had re- 
Jated her condition, telling long and ſad 
frories of her bad heart, {ad ſtate, Gods 
wrath due to her, danger of dropping i int 
Hell, 
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Hel), &c. the good old man, hearing all this, 
at laſt ſtarted up, and fetched ſome frisks 
on thefloor, and cried out, God be thank- 
ed, God be thanked; the Gentlewoman 
thought the old man mad, and'was ſtrangely 
ſurpriſed to ſee him rejoyce in her forrow ; 
But he knew what he ſaid, and rcjoyced in 
that ſorrow, t1at was the leed-plot of 1v 
bleſſed an harveſt; for that Gentlewoman 
proved an eminent Saint, and a lovely Con- 
lort in exile and tribulation to a very holy 
anG eminent Miniſter oi Chriſt, as her own 
fiſter hath told me. 

Mr. «Angers manner wa*,when he atten- 
de4 Mr. Rogers LeQuure , after Sermon, 
when others ſtaid, difcourſed , diſpatched 
buſineſs, he for his part went home to his 
chamber, weditated,praycd,work'd the Ser- 
mon upon his heart for 'ahout an hour, 
and thereby” imprinted it fo laſtingly vp- 
on his m:mory , that he never torgot 
many paſſages; and by that time the fami- 
ly got home, he was ready to take his din- 
ner With them. 

Helived a [taton at Mr. Rogers houſe, who 
ſometimes.-put him upon praying in the 
family, which he perform:d with ſo much 
experience, humility, and tendernels, thar 
Mr. Rogers would often commend him, and 
lay to his friends, this Mr. 4ngier will make 
a choice man in his generation. Another 
ſeaſon he was with one Mr. Witham, whom

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1 oft heard him commend as a great Scho- 
lar, and a witty man, of pregnant part, 
though not {o,ſuccelsful in his Miniſtry, as 
a neighbour Miniſter of far meaner abili- 
ries; one being askt the reaſon, anſwered, 
there was too many for God to work by; 
1 know ſome ſay it was Mr. Hookers cx- 
preſſion of the famous Mr. Richardſon on

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Þut chiefly becauſe he was devoted to Gods 
ſpecial work in the Miniſtry, and becauſe of 
his former backſlidings, and her jealouly of 
him for the future 5 upon conſultation with 
friends,and begging ot advice from God, ſhe 
being afraid to tend him again to Cambridy, 
reſolved to fend him to Mr. Fohn Cotter, ar 
Boſton in Lincolnſhire, where he was Tabled; 
he ſtudied, 'and tometime Preached ; there 
he contraſted an intimate friendſhip with 
thoſe three great Divines, Dr. Tuckrey, Dr. 
Hill, and Dr, Winter, Mr. Anthony Tuckney 

was Fellow of Immanuel, and fo continued 
a good while, till he was called to be Vicar 
of Boſton z he was a ſerious, fſetled ' good 
man before he went to Boſton, afterwards 
Maſter of Immauxel, and atter that of Sr. 
Fohns in Cambridg, And for Mr. Thomas 


Hill, Dr. Preſton, when Mr. Hill was 


Batchelour in Arts, intending to make him 
Feilow, ſent him to Mr. Cotton for ſome 
time, and when he returned thence, choſe 
him Fellow, deligning his ſerl«d ferioufneſs 
in Religion, before his EleRionz for which 
he thought Mr. Coteons family might be a 
likely means, and fo it proved - afterwards 
Dr. Hill was Maſter of Trinity-Colledge in 
Cambridg, and Dr. Winter Mafter of Trs- 
nity-Colledge near Dublin in Ireland ; all 
famous Lights in the Church of God; Mr, 
Angier faryiving them all. 
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AnU by the way it will not be thought 
impertinent to digrefſe a little, in giving a 
few hints concerning Mr.-Cotton, that: Re- 
veren] and Worthy Man, though his life 
was at large written by a New-England 
Miniſter, and Mr. Samyxel Clark after made 
tome Colle&ions out of it: yet ſome things 
Mr. Angier hath occaſionally mentioned ot 
him to {ume of his Brethren. Though/Mr. 
Cotton was an excellent-Texwman, yet he 
would never deliver his judgment concern- 
ing the.ſcnce of 'a Scripture, till he had firft 
conſulted both the Original .and Context; 
an execllent pattern: Mr, Anger hath fome- 
times related to: his intimate. friends; that 
Mr. Cctton neyer went into his Study when 
called out on any occaſion, but he began his 
Studies again with Prayer. 


A Reverend Miniſter ſaith, he Travelled 
with Mr. eAnzier when it hath Rained 
{martly; and he rold him he. had Travelled 
{0 with Mr. Cotton, and he hath a:ked him 
what uſe he would make of ſuch a Provi- 
dence? he faid he took. every one of  thole 
drops as his Fathers Rod;and he uſed tocon-

but he lives to ſee things changed, the Sun 
breaks out from :under a Clond, and the 
black Cloudsdiſperſed, and fo his ſtate com- 
fortably cleared. ' Again Mr. Cotton ob- 
terved, that. God :made all turgs in the 
world for comfort. or corre&ion to his 
own people,” modelled all things to their 
condition and: neeelſities. rl

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Thus much for the digreffion concerning, 
Mr. Cottox >» which is not impertinent. 
To return to Mr, Angier, whom we 
Icft at Boſton with Mr. Cotton, where 
his converſation was as became the Go- 
ſpel, onely then and afterwards he had 
many thoughts of heart concerning 
the work of converſion upon his Soul, from 
what time he muſt date it, whether before 
his falls at the Univerſity, or after : This caſe 
of conſcience he opened to an eminent Di- 
vine (Mr. Wh:te ) with the circumſtances of 
both, reaſons and aggravations of his fins; 
yet that pious man gave him incouragement, 
(yet ſpoke it with ſome confidence) that 
he was perſwaded the firſt work of God 
upon his heart at Twelve years of age, was 
a ſaving-work, notwithſtanding his after 
miſcarriages, and that God might have gra» 
cious ends in permitting ſuch backſlidings, 
for his further humiliation, and preparation 
for further ſervice. 

At this time there lived in Mr. Cottons 
Family , a gracious young woman , called 
Ellen Winſtanly, born near Wigan in 
Lancaſhire, Niece to Mrs. Cotton; and it 
pleaſed God to knit this Mr. Angiers heart 
to her, and hers to him, that within a year 
after he came thither, they were Married 
in thePariſh Church at Boſter, April 15th. 
1625. and they continued there till his ſon 
Fohn was born, who was baptized he 

ame 
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ſame Church, June 13th. 1629. Mr. Anthony 
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Tuckney being Vicar there then 3 about this 
time leveral Miniſters and Chriſtians went 
into New England, to injoy the liberty of 
the Goſpel, Mr. Angier had ſome thoughts 
of going alſo, however he firſt took a jour. 
ney into Laeneaſhire to viſit his Wives Rela- 
tions, and take leave of them they pre- 
vailed with him to preach at Bolton; R. M. 
one of Ringley Chappel, hearing him,obtain- 
ed a promile tocome to Ringley on a week- 
day, and Preach with Mr. Mather then at 
Toxtath-Park Chappelz and preparing to 
g0 into New England, Mr. Mather begun, 
Mr. Angier was to ſucceed; but it being a 
hot Summer-day, and an exceeding throng, 
Mr. Angier was overcome with heat, and 
{wooned, not being able to proceed, but 
was cut off about the middle of his Sermon 
from ſpeaking. Mr. HHather went up, con- 
tinued the exerciſe: that evening many of 
the Chappelrie followed Mr. eAngier to 
Ellis Walworths houſe, in Ringly-fold, and 
moved him to be Minifter at Ringley; he de- 
ferred his anſwer until Jonday ſennight 
after, at which, time he was to preach at the 
LeRure at Bcltonz many of the Chappelrie 
then heard him, and after the LeAure, at 
one Widow Rothwels, preſented to him a 
paper,wherein were the Names of the heads 
of the Chappelrie,that had votes in publ ck 
concerns; he asked, whether the Names : 
a 
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all were in that paper 3 they told him the 

narmes of all that had votes; . but if- he plea. 

cd all the reſt would readily be had; After 

Mr, <Angiers return to Boſton, a Letter 
was fentto' him with the names of all the 

Families, Maſters, and others, and a Letter 
was returned from Mr, Anger to the Chap- 
pelrie, That if they would fetch him and 
his Family, he might be theirs; whereupon 
in the beginning of September 1630, two 
good men were tent with Horſes, and furni- 
ture, Fobn Fackſon, and Francis Critchly, 
who ſtayed ſeveral days at Boſton ; Mr. Cot- 
ton judged the call to.-be clear, Mr. Ang:er 
was well ſatisfied; the two faithful meſſengers 
brousht Mr. Angier , his Wife , his Son, 
his Maid, to Ringley, to the great joy of 
thoſe that feared God in the place. The 
Tcxt he preached on was Philem. 22. But 
withall prepare me alſoa Lodging,.for 1 truſt 
that through, y-ur prayer I ſhall be given-unto 
you. Some time they were put to ſojourn in 
another Family, till a fitting houſe was 
made ready; his ſettlement was in Ringly- 
fold in an ordinary houſe, with which he 
was well content ; when people came to 
Repetition in his little houſe, and wanted 
room, and ſeats, he ſaid, Better want room 
than good company; people were kind, and 
every way helpful, and the word of God 
did mightily ſucceed, -and proſper —_— 
OE ingly 
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' ingly, much peoplewas added to the Lord, 


now Ringley thad her day , a converfior- 
day to not a few, an enlivening-day to many 
of Gods children, that flocked thither like 
Doves to the windows, ſo that «ll the 
Chriſtians that were capable and willing to 
attend private days and dutics of prayer, 
cou:d not meet in one place, two places were 
oft appointed for that work, as ſome yet 
living teſtify 5 this was a time of Gods ſ1g- 
nal appearance, the Lord caſting many 
Souls into the Mould of the Goſpel, and a 
good impreſſion remains to this very. Gay, 
though many of that old ſtamp are faln a- 
ſleep:ſome can tell obſervable ſtories of Gods 
remarkable working on hearts, Which at 
preſent I wave. 


As for his inveſtiture in his Miniſterial 
office, he had Epiſcopal ordination, Mr: Cot- 
ton having intereſt jn Lewzs Bayly, a Biſhop 
in Wales (that put forth the Practice of: Pie - 
ty) he writ to him, with Mr, Angier,and he 
did ordain him without ſubſcrption; yer Mr. 
Angier kept a Non-conformift to the Cere- 
monies, and therefore had ſome adverſaries, 
for Dr. Bridzman Bp. of (heſter lived at 
Great-Leaver at that time, to whom were 
brought various and grievous complaints a- 
gainſt Mr. Angier for not confoming; the 
Bp. ſent for him, expoſtulated with him, 
being 
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being a kind of affront to preach ſo nearhim, 
(it being but about two Miles diſtant ) ad- 
moniſhed him,exhorted him to conform; he 
ſent for him many times, yet uſually gave 
him very good words;and profeſſed his great 
reſpe& to him. God ordered it ſo by his 
providence,that the Bps. Wife being a graci- 
ous Woman, was at that time much afflited 
in conſcience, and Mr. Angier by Gods 
bleſſing was an inſtrument of much good to 
her, by his counſcls and prayers', which 
became a furtherance of his liberty; for the 
Biſhop would uſually ſay, Mr. Argter, you 
muſt ſee my Wife before you go, and ſhe in- 
terceded for himz yet notwithſtanding the 
Biſhop could not be quiet, but ſome or other 
ſollicited vehemently againſtMr. 4gier,info- 
much as he was ſupſended twice in one yearz 
but r:ſtored by the mediation of his friends; 
at laft the Biſhop ſaid , Mr. Angier , I have 
a good will to induf{ge you, but cannot, for 
my.Lords Grace of Canterbury, (#, e. Arch- 
biſhop Lazd } hath rebuked me for permit- 
ting two Non-Conformiſts, the one within 
a Mile on one hand (that was good Mr. 
Horrocks at Dean-Church ) another on the 
other, your ſelf; and 1 amlikely to come in- 
to disfayour onthis behalf; as for Mr. Hor-

TY notoftener; where he had an old Friend in

_ e<Angrer ſtayed, joyned with the Aſſembly, 
ndF” had bis liberty of geſture, found the Lord + 
yd graciouſly preſent with him in the ordinances 
of that day;having got a good repaſt,he went *

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on in his j»urney , proſpered in his buſineſs: 
he often enquired after Mr, Liſter, to whom 
he bore a great reſ{pe&, and indeed he had 
Cacholick Principles, and loved [ Aliquid 
Chriſti] any thing of Chriſt, wherever he 
ſaw it, and continucd this good old Purican 
{pirit to his dying day. Mr. Lifter, though 
his Senjor ſucceeced him, being 80 years of 


age, had been Vicar of Wakefield 59. yea s, | 


was buryed there, Zan. 17, 1678. 


When theſe ſtorms were blown over, and 
New confufions aroſc in the Kingdom,of Ci- 
vil diſſentions and open Wars, he kept in his 
w ork and ſtation; and thothe adhered to the 
Patliaments part,yet his affe&ionate prayers 
for the King, temperate ſpirit, and con- 
tinuing faithful to his principles, procured 
him good will from his greateft adverſaries, 
he maintaining a good correſpendence with 
all ſober perſons of different perſuaſions in 
politicks andEccleſiaſticks:inſtances whereof 
{ could give, and teſtimonials concerning 
him, of his inoffenſive behaviour, even from 
fuch as much diff:red from himy but 1 
fo: hear, his own works juſtify him beiore 
wen... 

About this time his firſt Wife dyed, Dec. 
14. Anno Dom. 1642. ſhortly after ſhe had 
born him a Daughter; ſhe had been exceed- 
ing tender in her conſtitution of body, and 


of a troubled ſpirit; he had ſome exceriſe |

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; with her,though ſhe was a gracious woman? 


yet being of a melancholy conſtitution, Satan 


took great advantage in caſting his fiery 
| darts into ſuch combuſtible matter, which 


occaſioned much aſflition both to her felt 
and her husband, though he bore it with un- 
parallePd wiſdom and patience 3 fhedied in 
the beginning of the Wars,piving intimation 


$ to her husband who it was the deſired might 


lucceed her, which in convenient time he 
complyed with, and about a year after did 
marry her, it was Mrs. Margaret Moſeley 
of Ancots,a very prudent, gracious, Gentle- 
woman ; they were married very publick- 
lyin Adancheſter Church, in the heat of the 
Wars; which was much taken notice of as a 
Sreat a&t of faith in them both, Mr.. Hor- 
rocks and Mr. R got preaching the marriage 
S: rmons, providence direQing their thoughts 
ro Pitch both on one Text; which was Ger. 
2. 18. I will make him an help meet for him : 
beth prelaging what indeed ſhe proved, an 
excellent fuitable Wife to him, a rendcr g:0- 
ther to his three Children, and an uleful 
mother in 1ſra-l ; for though God denyed 
her a fruitful Womb, yer ſhe was very fruit- 
jul in good Works, of excellent parts, and 
well-ordered aQtivity, of a publick ſpirit, of 
rare accompliſhments for piety , charity, 
ſobriety ; whom he injoyed with abundant 
mutual content above 3o years : ſhe died 
of a Tyrpany, and was buried in Dentor 

C3 Chappel, 
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Chappel, Ofob. 3 1. 1675. after whoſe death 
he lived mournfully, till God tranſl:ted him 
to her. 

Nor was this ſolemnity in his Mariage, 
ar.y fruit of vain glory or oftentation, but 
vpon conſideration it was his ſettled judg- 
ment and advice, that Marriage ſhould be 
publickly ſolmenized, yea his apprehenſion 
was. that a regular approach ſhould be made 
to Marriage,by mutual contraR; this rule he 
followed when his Daughter Elszabeth was 
to be Married to a Yorkſhire Miniſter, they 
were contracted in the cloſe of a ſolemn day 
of faſting and prayer, in his Study, by wir. 
Nathaniel Rathband, who did excellently 
diſcourle on that ſubje& , from Mat. 1. 18. 
When. as his Mother Mary was eſpouſed to 


Foſeph. And about a month after that,they Jj 
were ſolemnly Married before a nume- | 
rous Congregation in the Chappel.Mr. Har- 


ri0n preaching on Eph. 5. 31. (And thcy 
two ſhall be one fleſh): and then feaſted 
above an Hundred perſons of ſeveral Ranks, 
Ages, and Sexes; he uſually ſaid, he loved 
to have a Marriage like a Marriage; he was 


far from voluptuouſneſs or prodigality, and | 


therefore took care to prevent ſinful exceſs, 
or vanity, and with all ſhewed a meet di- 
tance from moroleneſs or ſordid baſenels : 


grounding his apprehenfions on our Savi- | 
our favouring and honouring with his pre- 
ſence, yea and miracle for liberal proviſi- | 


on, 
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on, that Marriage in (ara of Galilee, Fohn 
2, Its true Mr. Angier himſelf could not 
be preſent at that his daughters Marriage, 
being indilpoſed by a Goutiſh humour in 
his foot, that he was not able to ſtir our 
of his Chamber, and that raiſed in him a 
holy meditation which he hath left upon 
reccord in his Diary. The Lord tay:d my 


heart with Fobn 2. Chriſt was at the Mar- 
riage, yet there was a defeft in comfort, there 
wanted Wine, which our Lord made advan- 
tage of to his own Glory, anJ the help of 
the faith of his Diſciples. He faith further,the 
week after,my Daughter was il},ſo that God 
began with them betimes, to take off their 
hearts from earthly things. 

He ſtayed in that little Chappel at Denton 


1 in thoſe free times wherein he had opportuni. 
| ty, and ſome calls to greater places for get- 


ting worldly perferment, but that was not 
muchconſiderable in his account. Some of his 
brethren can yet reſtify how much he was 
courted to greatcr and more publick places; 
but his frequent refuſal was an inſtance of 
his great lſelf-denial z few men in his cir+ 


{ cumftances did ſtop the mouths of malignant 


cenſurers in that caſe, ſo as hedid; and old 
tAr.Langley of Middle-Wych in Cheſhire,who 
being Miniſter there before the Wars (tho 


1 7 years together ſilenced) yet when he was 
1 reſtored to his liberty, returned to them; 
| a great place , but of very pitiful mainte- 
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nance,and continued there to his dying day. 
And ir was obſerved, before one of the 
Biſhops of Cheſter, ſince the D:privation of 
Miniſters by the A of Unifo:mity, that 
it was a ſignal favour to Mr. Angier, 
that he ſhould be permitted to live with that 
people till, as a reward for his tarrying 
with them when he might have removed ro 
his g:cater advantage : and indeed all his 
attings ſpeckz very much felf-denial; how 
much wo.ldly wealth might he have hoarded 
vp.if he had taken what was offered him, 
and retained what he had ? take an inſtance 
or two. Mr. L. ſent a manand horſes for 
him before the Wars, into Craver, 30 or 40 
miles, to baptize his child ; Mr. Angier 
went, ' preach'd in Gisbora Church, (which 
tome remember to this Cay, by ſome obfer- 


vable tokens that I have heard of ) and God - 


did marvellouſly work upon his Wives heart 


by that Sermon z when he returned, Mr, L. 


gave him five broad pieces of Gold into his 
hand, deſiring him to accept them ; but he 
only took one,and gave him four tack again:

About this time , the good people of 


; Rnyley, beftirred themſelves ro obtain Mr. 


Angier again to be their Miniſter, becauſe he 
was firſt. theirs, and forcibly driven trom 
them; they thought ihey had the beſt rigit 
to him, therefore they writ a large and 
pathetical Letter to Mr. Angier, which I have 
by me, begging of him to return, addrefl. 
ing themſclves to Denton p:ople, with lov- 
ing terms perſuading them to releaſe him, 
if it were but one year, to ſettle things a- 
mongſ them: and again affe&ionatly urging 
Miniſters that were calleC on to give their 
advice to order him that way. The Letter is 
full of Chriſtian bowels, and deſerves record- 
ing, to manifeſt the endeared love of a peo- 
plc to their qudan Paſtor, and their high 
reſpet; to him. Take a few expreſſions, 


Reverend and much Honoured Sir, 
E whoſe Names are here und:r writ- 
. ten,being few in number,and long and 
not a little afflifted in condition, of tht nn- 
worthy Congregation to whom God firſb lext 
you (in this County) baving for a long time 
lyen under the ſad ſence of the heavieſt afflits- 
on that this life can bear, (viz.) nit the bare 
fear,but the plain feeling of the Almighties dif. 
pleaſure, and hot indignation gone out a- 
gainſt us, to the throwing down of that hope. 
ful beginning of bis houſe, which we thought 
he would have builded us into, whenas he was 
| pleaſed * 
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pleaſed to cauſe his Glory to ſhine in our pub- 
lick and private aſſemblies, and for a ſhort 
time to ſet up his ſkandard in our houſe of 
Worſhip ;, giving many.of us, (and others a+ 


' bout ns) our firſt effeftual call, and coming 


near to all his People,laying great reſtraint up- 
on thoſe without : but Oh, how ſoon began our 
blick night, (nay age) to approach our loving 
Father (by our Enemies hand)teared you away 
from us, tarned his back, or hid his face from 


us, and bath in anger, by his all-diſpoſing Pro- 


vidence thus ſpoken . and been ſpeakzng to 


this ſad placeſthis 20 years, and upward, Let 
very few or none more of this People be con- 
verted; let this People have little of my pre- 
ſence intheir houſe of publickmeetinz, let none 
of my Embaſſadours be ſet over them for their 
profit ; let them be decreaſed by death by 
ſSchiſms, and by ſcandals ;, yea, let their pub- 
lick Aſſemblies be broken up, and let help and 
healing be looked for in vain; let thems look for 
light, but behold obſcurity, for brightneſs but 
walk in darkneſs. For theſe things, Reverend 
Sir, we do mourn, and our hearts are troubled, 
and to whom (under God) ſhall we lay open 
Orr ſal afftiions, thereby to get eaſe, but to 
your ſelf, whom ut pleaſed God once t9 
make his bleſſed inſtrument for planting and 
watering ſo many Souls amongſt us : we have 
had experzence of your love to us, for which 
we deſire to be thankful, and do bleſs God, and 


do therefore make bold to acquaint you with our 
4 broken 
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broken condition, intreating your interceſſion 
for us; ondafit were the good will of the Lord, 
; your return to us, with the conſent of your 
| people, without offence, though it could be but 
| @ ſhort ſpace,, &c. And thus they go on, 
! imploring it with great importunity , for the 


Churches ſake, and the Lords ſake, though but 


for one year, 


To this are 24 hands ſubſcribed 3 but 
the People of Denton having poſicſhon, 
would by no means yeildz and Miniſters 
gave in their judgment, upon due conſidera- 


{ tion of circumſtances, that for the publick 


good of the.Church, Mr. eAngier ſhould 
continue at Dexton, in which he was willing: 
ro acquieſce. 

As to Mr. eAngiers judgment in Eccle- 
fiaſtical affairs, in tree times, as he had not 
turned afide to conformity, on one hand, fo 
now he ſtuck faſt and firm to ſound and Ca- 
tholick Principles, not turning aſide to any 
ways of ſinful ſeparation, though ſome of 
his intimate friends forſook him,and ſome of 
his brethren cenſured him for too Jarge 
Principles and praQices in Church-admi- 
niſtration : Yyet as he had a render reſpect to 
congregational brethren; ſo they had (at 
leaſt many of them) a great reverence for 
him ; he was a principal member of that 
Reverend Claſſe, (or Aſſociation of Mini- * 
ſters) at Mancheſter, and was of great aC- 
CUOUNE 
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count and uſe among them; ſuch was their 


cſteem of him,that they would ſcarce do any 
thing of importance without him, he of- 
tentimes preſided as Chair-Man, or Mode- 
rator, frequently attended the provincial 
Aſſembly at Preſton, had ruling-elders in 
his own Congregation, but loved not divid- 
Ing principles, or diſtinguiſhing Names, or 
Lordly domineering by any Arbitrary im-* 
poſitions: I have often heard him fay, that 
ma little time, who ever lived, ſhould fee 
much of the Government of Chriſt ſhould 
be carried on inparticular Churches amonglt 
themſelves. 

He was of a Sweet, Moderate, Healing 
Spirit, both at home and abroad; yet ve- 
ry faithful and plain dealing , whereby 
fome were at preſent offended, and poſlibly 
forme of his principles or a&ings ſuited not 
{ome -perſons principles or humoursz yet e- 
ven thoſe entertained what he ſpake with 
high veneration; and if at any time thev 
broke out into paſſions, or unruly animoli- 
ties, his love and lenity,his mild carriage and 
compaſſionate Spirit, did fo mollify and 
qualify their Spirits in time, that they were 
either overcome to a compliance, or won 
t» endeared apprehenſions of his candor 
and ingenuity : ſo that I have often gs 
of that paſſage of Melchior Adamjone

lable diſtances; but ordinarily an healing 
vertue followed his gentle hand. 

And for his judgment and practice in pub- 
lick and politick' affairs, he was fixed in his 
apprehenſions for Monarchy, and was not 
wheeled about with the change of times; he 
was one of thoſe that bore his Teſtimony 
with the Reſt of his Brethren, againſt that 
unparallePd murder of King(' barles the firſt, 
and the Ulſurpations attending it 3 he reſul- 
ed to take up the ingagement,tho tohis great 
prejudice, for he told a godly Minifter that 
he loſt 2001, by his refuſal of it. Hedurſt 
not give God thanks for the Armies ſucceſs 
againſt the Loyal Scots ; he poured out 
many hearty prayers and rears for his preſent 
Majeſty, afferted his right ro the Crown in 
the face of apparent Canger; joyned with his 
Brethren in that ſolid plea for the Non-ſub- 
ſcribers to the Engagement , Which was (to 
be true and faithful ro the Commonwealth 
of England, as it is now Eftabliſht without: 
Ring or Hovle of Lords) ior which they 
were threatened and endangered, rtiil God 
broke that ſnare ; lome troubles borh Mr. - 
, Linger 
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eAt1ier and ſome Miniſters and Gentlemen 
went through, ſor owning his Majefties in- ? 


terelt, they were carried Priſoners to Lever: F 


pool, and from thence removed to Ormskirk 
becaute of the Plague; they had indeed the 
liberty of their friends viſiting them, and 
free intercourſe; they ſpent much time in 
prayer, and thus ſtrengthened one anothe1s 
hands in God, and left a good favour be- 
hind them, the remembrance whereof con- 
tinues to this day. 

At this times was the conception, and af- 
terwards the birth of that excellent Trea- 
tile of Mr. Edward Gee*s,then Parſon of Ec- 
cleſton {and priſoner with them) about 


prayer z the occaſion whereof was this: 


Amongſt the reſt of the debates managed 
by theſe holy men, this was one great caſe 
of Conſcience, wherein they deſired fatisfac- 
tion, viz. Whether God may hide him- 
ſelf from his peoples prayeits, grounded 
upon his promiſe, and ſeem by his provi- 
dences to aniwer the prayers which are con- 
trary thereto? whether this can be paralleld 
with any examp'es? in what fence God may 
do this? what may be the reaſon thereof? 
what ule may be made of Gods proceeding 
herein? This multifarious queſtion being 
the proper ſubje& of thatday, and not fatis- 
ſying themſelves in their preſent- diſcourſes, 
they judged it fit to refer it to a fuller diſ- 
cuſſion by ſome able pen, and pitched upon

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IJ Mr. Gee, who undertook it, and writ an 
$ excellent treatiſe, which 1s extant, and of 
. F great ule at thisday. 


Other cales oft Conſcience did occur in 
that day, whcrein Mr. Ang:ers: advice was 
Celired; one was, Whether Juſtices of Peace 
or other Officers might take commiſſions 
from, and 2& under thofe Uſurped powers ? 
Mr. Angter thought thgy might, bringing 
inſtances 0; Civil Officers aQing in their 
ſtations the ſix years of .Athaliab's viurpati- 
on: there is a full treatiſe in, writing upon 
this ſubjeR:; many fuck caſes were propound- 
ed to him, and ſolidly refolvedz and indeed 
he was eſteemed by good men, the living 
Oracle of his time, as Mr. Hilderſham be- 
fore him, -and by ſome ill-wiiled perſons he 
was called the 1dol of Lancaſhire, becauſe 
of the great value moſt men ſet upon him - 
but more of this ſubje& ſhall be ſubjoyned 
in the cloſe,of his facutly in reſolving weigh- 
ty caſes of Conſcience. 

He was not a man for Military Exerci- 
ſes, yet his counſels and prayers had in- 
fluence on weighty affairs, and this was the 
{phere he moved in, not thruſting his Sickle 
into anothers Harveſt, but declaring his 
judgment as a Miniſter of the Goſpel, when 
conſulted with : he could not but enquire 
how it wept with the Church of God at 
home and abroad, that he might accordingly 


order his prayersz and for this reaſon its 


{aid 
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{aid reverend Mr. Hooker of New England :; 
was a great inquirer after News, and he 
{ard he did it upon the fame account; and 


thus did holy Nehemiah make. inquiry, not 
out of Athenian curioſity, but Chriſtian 
conſcientiouſnels, to ſympath:ze with the 
Church of God: he had no hand in publick 
revolutions, hence it was that he injoyed fo 
wuch peace, and that all parties had an high 
elteem of him; in the Lord Delameres 
appearance for his Majeſties Fntereft , Mr. 


Angier Raycd at home, though his heart - 


and prayers were that way; yet he foreſaw 
the event, and in that God graciouſly heard 
his prayers for preventing the effuſion of 
blood, and bringing in the King in fo re- 
markable a manaer the year following, for 
which Mr. Angier kept ſolemn days ;of 
thanl:fulneſs, though he alſo predifted an 
approac:.ing ſtorm on many of rhe Miniſters 
of Chriſt,that could not-run the ſame length 
that others ccmplyed with; and at an ex- 
erciſe at Eccles he gave remarkable hints of 
what was coming on, from Exod 14. 12. 
in a full aſſembly of feveral forts of hearers, 
but ſo wiſely,that the moſt malicious A/omus 
could not take advantage from his Sermon; 
and indeed he might be allowed to ſpeak 
what others could not, his 'integrity and 
foyalty , his uprightneſs and -geacebleneſs 
being deeply engraven in the Conſciences 
cf all that knew him, and-his name being 
precious 
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_Þ precious to all that heard of him ; when the 
* At 'of Uniformity came out, he preached 
very plainly on Eſther 4. 1. It was very 

Fadmirable tro obferve what pat and proper 

J Scriptures he chole, pertinent to publick or 

J perſonal occaſions, and how {ſweetly and 
{utably he accommodated his matter there- 
to. 

His moſt natural Genzizs led him to be a 
Son of Conſolation :; he had a peculiar gift 
in opening the ſweet promiſes of the Goſ- 

{pel, and pouring oil into wounded conſcien- 
ces, incouriging drooping Spirit-, anſwer. 
ing fad objections to abundant ſatisfations 
yer hecould (and ſometimes did) 2& the 
part of a Boanerges, to thunder out the 
menaces of the Law againſt ſecure and ſtur- 
dy Sinnersz and the Lord blefſed his Mi- 
niftry both ways, for levelling high Moun- 
tains, and lifting up Vall-y-Souls. He 
was an excelent Text-manza ſolid Expoſitor; 
his way was, comparing ore Scripture with 
nother , wherein he had a fſizpular art, 
ew.ng the main ſcope of the Holy Ghoſt 
herein, railing pertinent doftrins therefrom 
hough he hed conſulted with Expoſitors 
of which hc had ſtore 6! choice ones) yet 
e made no oftentation of his acquaintance 
rith them by numerous quotations, but 
>xtracted the marrow out of them, and 
ditcht upon what ſemed to him moſt pro- 
der, 
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He did not concern himſelf with contro- 
verſies in the Pulpit, but preached the 


mot plain, pratical, experimental truths,- 
=nd often incalcated the Eſſentials of Religi- | 


on, & I| teaching the pzople knowledg, in- 
fomuch as the Chriſtians that were bred un- 
der his Miniſtry. were ſolid, ſubſtantial, 
know:ng and peaceble profeſſors, few warp- 
ins off to the errors of the times; and if 
h: had occaſion to deal with the petulant 
S:epticks or Dog mnatiz:rs of this age, he 
rather 1:i1 down poſitive truths, and folid- 
ly confirm:d t:em, than follow the wild 
vagaries of Erratick Spirits, by diſproving 
them; judging with Z uinglins, | Veris intel- 
leftis, falſa etiam baul difficulter agnoſcun- 
ter}; when truth is diſcovered, errour is 
dere&ed; and is ether acknowledged, or 
falls of it ſelf. But indeed he loved not 
diſputes, nor did his ſtudieis or genius carry 
him out to controyverſies,except Gods glory, 
and the neceſſary defence of truth requir= 
ed it, and then alſo he managed things ſo 
calmly, fairly, that he won adverſaries, and 
won credit to his canſe ; Diſſentions were 
his burden, unity his delight, and God gave 
him his deſire, for the Diviſions of Reuben 
he had (ad thouuzhts of heart ;, and for dil: 
. putes am2ns D-vines, was ready to breathe 
out with honeſt Summerh 1d, that ſad word 
[quis me tand:m liberabit ab iſta rixoſa The 
/07ia] who atlength will ſet me free fron 
thi 
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Z this brawling kind of Theology? For Mr. 
Angier ſtill expreſſed a fad regret upon ſuch 
' & unwelcome occaſions of diſpute and conten- 

tion , his uſual expreſſion being, This is 
tedious work, and goes on wearily. 

'Tis true he was a great peace-maker in 
facrec or civil broiles : if any of his neigh- 
bours had quarrels with one another, the 
matter was brought before him,and his wiſ- 
dome found out ſome expedient to reconcile 
them , and his grave exhortations uſually 
prevailed for accommodation; if not, he laid 
it deeply to heart, and fill made it the mat- 
ter of his prayer; but God ordinarily blef- 
ſed him with ſucceſs, and gave him the blef- 
ſing pronounced to peace-makers, to be 
called one of the Children of God; in ſome 
caſes of difference, | have known him (faid 
one that had reaſon to know it,and is faithful 
in the relztion) give Money out of his 
Purſe, to compote ſome quarrels: and 
tho thoſe days were moſt grievous to him, 
yet when his ſucceſſe anſwered his deſigns, 
the ifſue and the rcview were {weet to his 
ſpirit, and he did not repent his weary la- 
bours. 

Mr. Angier did not offer to the Lord 
that which coſt him nothing he ingaged his 
whole mar. in that which he went about, not 
doing the work of the Lord neglipently: he 
took great pains in fudying his Sermons,and 
they were elaborate, full frazght with Spi- 

- of SO. rituz 
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ritual marrow, very exaQ, no waſte words 
or repetitions, but wear on imoothly , per- 
tinenily, ſcntentiouſly , though he ſtudied 
matter rather than words, and never ufed 
notes in all his life, but took pains to commir 
his Sermon to miuUnory, which he tad be- 
fore Ciligzntly penned; h-: ſtood not to look. 
proots, but repeated the words of the-Scrip- 
tures he quoted cxaftly, yet memeriter, 10 
impeoving them ro'the preſent occailon, 
holding up his hands all the time of his S-r- 
| m-N, ipcating with an even, audivle voice, 
| with much ardency and intention both of 
| Spitit and Speech ; his Sermons were not 
| 


log nox jull of heads, but well compated

nour to his worthy friend , Col. Richard 
Holland, on that very account , that ſtill 
(he ſaid when he had been in troubles, he 
did conſtantly call good people to pray to 
God with him. 

He was ſo conſtant in his Miniſterial work, 
and diligent in his ſtudies and preaching to 
his own people, that though Mr. Harr:/on 
of Aſhton (his intimate and intire friend ) 
and he, lived near together for twenty years, 
yet never did they exchange places for one 
day in that time to eaſe themſelves z Mr. 
Herle told him' he had a weak body, yet a 
Venice Glaſs well look'd to, would laft a 
conſiderable time : and notwithſtanding his 
exceſhve labours, God maintained in him a 
confiderabie meaſure of health, poſſibly more 
than he enjoyed in his younger years; and 
next to Divine Previdence, much may be 
aſcribed to his ſcvere temperance, obſer- 
vance of diet, compoledneis of mind, and 
care of himſelf, according to his experiments 
of what he had found helpful or hurtful to 
him: and though he was of a far weaker 
conſtitution than Mr. Harriſon, and Elder 
by fveral years , yet ſurvived him: to 
whom he hath ſometimes ſaid, Mr. Harriſon, 
y au 
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you think you can do any thing, but your 
body will fail you, and indeed it did, for 
tho that learned, gracious, zealous man of 
God had avery firong, healchful, robuſt bu- 
dy ; yet by his exceſſive Studies, and al- 
ſiduous labours, and watchings, and fitting 
ſo cloſ: without fire in cold Winter-Nights, 
that his nerves were fo contracted, and his 
body ſo weakened, that ſome years before he 
died he could not ſtir Hand nor Foot, yet 
was h.arty,and would often fſay,if I were in 
the Pulpit I ſhou'd be well, But to return 
to Mr. Angier, he was a man much in pray- 
er, and mighty, it may be ſaid of him as of 
David; Flal. 119. 164. That he prayed or 
praiſed God ſevurn times in a day: at. leaſt 
twice, (| think thrice) with his Wit, twice 
alone, and twice with his Family ; in his 
Family-work he was very profitable, every 
one got a verſe or more out of the Chapter 
read at prayers 3 he -gatherecd ſome uleful 
inſtruRions, ſhort, but ſubſtantial, and ac- 
commodated to the condition of the Fa- 
mily; Eight of the Clock inthe Morning, 
and betwixt fivg and fix at Night before 
Supper, were the ordinary ſ-alons for Fa- 
mily worſhip, beginning with a Plalm, by 
which the Family had notice to come to- 
gether: his conſtant courſe was to have a 
Chapter read after Dinner, and Supper, 
before they roſe from the Table, and be- 


fore thanks was returned; and he ſaid, he 
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took up that ulage of having a Chapter read 


at Meals from Mr. Rogers of D-dbam; wor- 4 


thy Mr. Semuet Hilderſhaw had conſtantly 
two ſtaves of a Pſalm fung after Meals, fo 
had the firſt Chriſtian Emperor (anſtan- 
tine the Great, as Euſeb us tells us, and I 
have known ſome ule it, 


And as Mr. Angier was much in prayer, 
ſo te was mighty in praver, fervent as well 
as frequent, he wept and made fupplication, 
Facob-like, yea he was an Tſraclite; a 
Prince with God, he was þy ſome callcd 
Weeping eArgter ; for as he ſeldome roſe 
off his knees without Tears, ſo ſome have 
obſerved, Tears at ſomeſeaſons trickle down 
to his Band , in great abundance : Mr.

his Media, faith, that upon a ſolemn day

Church, Mr. e£. concluding, his prayer 
was ſo w«irking, that I believe it melted 
all heartsz and for my own, faith he, ir 
pleaſed the Lord fo to ſoften and to break 
it, that ſo far as Iremembex,it was never in

they that converſed with him frequently 
heard (Deo gratias) thanks be to God, from 
him. But as he took more occaſions than 
many others of Keeping days. of thank(- 
civing. fo God gave him ſtill more occaſions 
of tharkfulneſs; and its uſual for God to 
put new {orgs of praiſe into thankful per- 
tons Mcuths; it was his frequent oblervati- 
on, that when a day of thankſulneſs was 
appointed,God ſent in ſome freſh matter to 
increaſe joy in the Lord; and fometimes the 
intervening providence merited ſuch a day

7 prayer, In all his addreſſes to God, or in his deliver- 
ing meſſages from God: it was his uſual 
manner, before he ipuke a word in prayer, 
to pauſe a conſiderable while, looking up- 
wards, compoſed his thoughts, poſlctling 
his heart with awful apprehenſions of the

There 1s that ſcattere:h, and yet tncreaſeth ;, 
The liberal foul ſhall be mad: fat: and he 
that watereth, ſhall be watered alſo himſelf, 
Pro. 11, 24, 25. 


He was allo very free in leading, and 
as free in forgiving, and paſſin g by unkind- 
neſſes - one inſtance particularly was this, 
When a Neighbour , (an indifferent Hul- 
band for worldly matters) had borrowed 
Money of him, and broken his word, not 
raying.it in many Months aiter promiſe 
of payment, inſtead of paying the oid debt, 
he comes to beg a new favour, to borrow 
more Money, which Mr. Arzgzer lent him, 
arfd being ask:d why he would lend money 


to a man fo diſhoneſt and unfaithful, re-

plyed, that he did it to make aKnave an 
honeſt man. 


He was a man of much faith and courage 
1n Gods eauſe,and withal of much prudence 
and diſcretion; his courage was the reſult 

of 
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of his faith, not ſo much of natural magna- 
nimity. When the A& of Uniformity rock 
place, and Miniſters generally concluded to 
give over, he kept his reſolution to go 0N 1t: 
his work, yet not cenſuring them that de- 
ſiſted, for he plainly ſaw all Miniſters we:e 
not under the ſame circumſtances ; he did 
continue in his publick ſtation without conſ(1- 
derable interruption, {: that diſcriminating 
providence madelittle Denton a Goſhen, and 
kept their fleece wet when others were cry 
in moſt places; it was a little ſanQuaiy to 
wany, and Gods ways were in it of provi- 
dence and influence: its true , Warrants 
were now and then iſſued out, to apprehend 
Mr. Angier, but the worſt men had no heart 
to meddle with himy ſometimes they fearcht, 
but profeſt they would not ſee him for #n 
hundred pound : ſome of the Biſhops of 
Cheſter would ir.qzire of his fon, how doth 
the good old man Mr. Angzer ? moſt of the 
Juſtices had a great reſpect for him, ſome 
werenearly related to his Wile, her eldeſt 
Brother chiefly, Ar. Moſcly of Arcels,whote 
Mother and another Siſter did fojourn many 
years with Mr. Angier; he thought alto thar 
his confinement at home, travelling and 
preaching little or not at all abroad, wes a 
furtherance of his liberty, they laid he is an 
old man and cannot livelcng, let him alone 
while he lives.

Upon Lords-days his Table always was well 
furniſh'd with gueſts, ( beſides abundance 
that had broth, &c.) ſo that Mrs. Hide of 
Norbury, (a religious Gentlewoman, and a 
Cear friend of his) would have laid to him, 
Mr. Angier , Iam ready to think God 
works miracles at your Table , in multiply- 
ing your proviſjons; for. ſaid ſhe, if 1 
ſhould ſrt half as many people to More 
meat than you have,they would cat it all up, 
but there?*s ſtore taken off your Table; And 
himſelf hath oft faid, that there's a bleſſing 
attendeth houſe- keeping , as if the ſupplies 
thercof were unaccompteble. A worthy 
Miniſter heard him once ſay, tha: he knew 
by expcrience, that little or much, it was 
all one, he kad as much in his purſe , when 
he had not half ſo much Means, as he had 
then when he ſpoke it; as r2ches increaſe, ſo 
they increaſe that eat.

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feaſon he had ſeveral young Scholars Tabled 


with him, that wereſent to him for educa- 
tion under his inſpeRion, and God did bleſs 
his example, inſtructions and prayers for 
the good of ſome yet living: : ſome that 
were capable he put upon preaching one part 
of the day: ſeveral aſſiſtants he had fucceſ- 
hvely,and gave them moſt of the incourage. 
ment they had,- When he was grown into 
yeors, 'and r.0t fit to preach twice a day, 
hi: Brothers Son was with him Eleven years 
beiore his Death, and was a great comfort 
to h11n. 


Lords day was thus ſpent y after private 
devotions in their clolets, in the Family,near 
Eight a Clock a Chapter was read, a Pſalm 
ſzng, then he went to prayer; and about 
Nine a Clock they went 'to the Chappel, 
which was but a few ſteps from his door, 
according to his wiſh and ulual ſaying, 
the Prieſts went about the Temple ;, and at 
Noon, immediatly after Dinner , one re. 
peats the Forenoons Sermon in his houſe,at 
the ſame time another was repeating in the 
Chappel to many people that ſtayed there, 
finaging P{alms both before aud after ; this 
conmaued till Publick ordinances begunzand 
at their return home ſhortly after, Mr. 
e Angier (ung a Plalm and went to prayer, 
then to Supper, and a little ſeaſon after 
Supper, a Plalm was ſung, and one repeat-

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1 fed the Afternoon Sermon, and another 
- [Pſalm being ſung, all was finiſhed with a 


ſhort prayer, and. fo the Family was diſ- 
miſſed to their apartments. And ſo for the 
reſt of the Week, ſervants {o ordcred their 
affairs as to be preſent at family-prayerz on 
MonQgay Nights the Forenoon Sermon of the 
preceding Lords: day, - and Saturday Nights 
the Afrernons Sermon was reppeated ordi- 
narily in the Family; on Friday Nights they 
ſaid their Catechiſms, fome in the Aſſemblies 
ſhorter, others in the larger Catechiſm ; 
flome alſo repeating the proofs me- 
moriter : he gave order that they ſhould 
diſpatch their worldly occaſions the lati day 
of the Week, that they might prepare for | 
th: Lords-day approaching, which they did, 
and were outwardly conformable, for he 
wouid ſuffer no diſorders in his Family, yea 
moit of his Family proved truely gracious; 
they were ordinarily loving and affeRionate 
to one another, and lived many years in 
great peace, unity and order; the whole 
number was often f{ixteen, or atleaſt Four- 
teen, ſeldome under Twelve, tho he had but 
one Danghter with him for ſeveral years be- 
fo:e he died : his carriage was {wect and 
obliging to all, yea to the meaneſt in the 
Famiiy, and h: behaved himſelf with ſuch 
an awful yet lovely deportment, that many 
have been ready to ſpeak of him and his 
Family-concerns , with the like words 2 
the 
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the Queen of Sheba, accounting them bappy 
that converſed with ſach an holy man of God; 
and tho they had heard of hw way, yet the 
one half was not told them. 


Mr. eFagier had many worthy Friends, 


of good rank, and great piety, who bore 
a very great reſpe&t to him ; and as David 
choſe ſuch as feared God for his Companions, 
lo did this holy man take his delight in the 
Saints, as woſt excellent upon earth: holy 
Mr. Henry Aſhhurſt ſometimes viſited him 
at his houſe, and was viſited by him. Mr. 
Crew of Utkinton in Cheſhire was his dear 
and intimate Friend, and had an entire love 
ſor him,as the Writer hereof can teſtify,for 
being at his houſe at U:kinton, and Mr. 
Crew ſhewing him and his Wife ſome hand- 
lome piftures, hanging in a Chamber, ( in 
which he much delighted) amongſt the reft, 
ſhewed them the Piure of Dr. Wilkins, 
who {ſaith he) is to be our Biſhop of Che- 


fter;, bur (faid he} Mr. Angier is my Biſhop: 


and ] have heard that Mr. Crew of folicited 
Mr. eAngier to fit while his Fifture was 
drawn, and he would be at the charge of it, 
but he pur it off, ſaying a Miniſters Piture

ſo far was he from pride, or vain-glory, that 
he never had his Picture drawn, tho doubt- 
lefs it would have been a lovely piece, if to 
the Life, for he was an cxceeding comely 
pzrionage;

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Þ perfonage, tho low inſtature, yet of aclear 
comeplexion, red and white, of a chearful 
countenancegand very graceful ; of a vene- 
rable aſpe&, and pleatant : but he judged 
the bleſſed fruits of a Miniſters labours

of their vaniſhing carcaſſes ingraven in du- 
rable Braſs or Marble. 


His heart was much ſet upon the good geeking 
of ſouls, and therein God bleſſed him with good of 
abundant ſucceſs; and this was a conſiderable Souls. 


part of his reward, He {ſometimes rclated 
old Mr. Dods interpretation of the labourers 
in the Vineyard, Mat. 20. which he faid 
were Miniſters; ſome indent with our Lord 
for their penny, 5s.e. preferment, good par- 
{onages, abundant maintenance, honou:s, 
and to live bravely in the world, God gives 
them theſe things, they are at preſent well 
pleaſed therewith, and this is all that God 
deſigns for them, they have tacir bargain, 
it was all they askt , and our bouatiful be- 
nefaRor is not þehind-hand with them, they 
have no reaſon to grumble at his kindnets 
to the other, who made no fuch bargain 
with him, but thought themſelves obliged 
to him for their work, and ſaid, Lord if 
thou wilt account me faithſul,and put me in> 
to the Miniſtry, and own me with the fuc- 
ceſs of my labours, I wilt refer to thee the 
buſineſs of maintenance;l hope thou wi)r not 
fuſfer

Mr. Angier mentioned as very ſavoury and 
ſignificant, not determining whether it was 
the proper meaning of the Scripture. 


He much defired the propagation of Re- 
ligion, and for that end the education of 
young men for the Miniſtry ; he had but 
one Son and four Grandfons , who. were all 
trained up for Gods immediate ſervice, ſome 
of them by his coft, and others upon his 
counſel ; and he followed them all with his 
inceſſant prayers; and thus indeed did his 
{ollicitous cares i{[ie themſelves; and if he 
had had no cares, he had not prayed, as 
Melan&#hon vted to fay; and if he had not 
given vent to his cares and fears by a heliev- 
ing prayer, they had {wallowed him up; he

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Was one of the {eed of Facoh in pleaCing 
the Covenant, and in nothing more a true 
Zacobite than in wreſtling with God for Co- 
venant-mercy for the poſterity of the faith- 
ful; oh the tears, ſighs, groans of that man 
of God, urging God with his promite under 
his own hand; telling the Lord, he would not 
let him alone, for himſelf had incouraged his 
heart,by making and ſealing that good Co- 
venant,wherein ſtands our chief comtort;and 
God will-make it good to ſome, and why 
not tothe children of the Covenant? how 
oft hath he told the Lord, even in our hear- 
ing,that he was relolved he would not lct 
S0 that hold that God had given him, but 
would ſtick to him, by faith and prayer, as 
long as he had 2 day to live,and die in hopes 
that God would make his promife good 
to his. ſeed, when he was dead and

His opinion for a young man that inten-

under ſuch aſones eye and ear, and that it 
was hazzardous for beginners tolive in great 
mens houles ; he was of «xcellent ule in giv- 
ing advice to young Scholars in publick and 
private; in the times when the SeRaries 
were at the height,at an ordinati n at Afan- 
cheſter he gave the Exhortation, four were 
ordained, and he ſaid it rejsyced his Soul,

defirous of the calling, but faith he, it may

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God had dealt ſmartlier with her: And 
upon this, Mr. Ang:er mentioned ah Aunc 
ot his, who had great bodily weakneſs and 
Pain, and ſhe deſired that God would take 
thzt aſfliton away, and lay on her whac 
afflition he pleaſed but that ; the Lord did 
take that away, and laid afflition of ſpi- 
rit npon her, which, was far ſharper, and 
ſhe never recovered it while ſhe lived.

a one, Mr: Angier gravely and ſmiling- 
ly- anſwered, Would 1 fo little favour 
ny ſelf. as to take unkindneſs from 
ny one?

16. 12, Part of his life was diſeaſed in-his. feer,, 
Invit.Ger. Melchior Adams tells us of Mr. George 14a- 
Maj., jor, that he ſaw the Funerals of fix ſons, 
47% whereof one, 4. ce. Leonard, died. by. the 
biting of a mad Dog, ſeveral Daughters, 

Nephew died; in all thisand much; more, 

ſaying , ( Ss bona accepimus , ann0n, mala 
ſuſtineamus ?) ſhall we receive good, and;not 

bear evil ? at laſt he died of ſore dileaſes, 

having kept his bed near three years : thus

Providence, why God ſhould think fit to 
lay the hzavieſt load on the weakeſt Horſe; 
old age is a burden to it fclf, Mr. Angier 
Save this account of it, that thereby God 
thinks it fit to wean his Children from the 
World, fit them for Heaven, and render it 
more deſirable; beſides God will make his 
Children perfe& Chriſtians, exerciſed e- 
very way, in ſuffering, that they might be 
imtire, lacking nothing, according to Fam. 
I. 4. 


His old-age afflitions were: 1. The zis 
death of his beloved , lovcly Daughter, Daughters 
Elizabeth, who tho ſhe was Married and 418: 
lived with her Husband in Yorkſhire, yet 
being in a deep Conſumption , he ſent his 
own eaſy going- Horſe to fetch her home, in 
hopes that change of Air might tend tro her 
recovery; but there ſhe grew worſe and 
languiſhing, died May 26. 1661. and was 
Laid by her own Mother in Dentoz Chappel- 
yard, whoſe death tho it went near to his 
heart, yet (being abundantly ſatisfied thar 
ſhe was got ſafe to Heaven) he bore it with 
| F 2a great 
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Sreat compoledneſs and zquanimity ; for 
indeed ſhe was the mirror of her ape for 
parts and piety: yet it cou'd not but be 
an afflition to his ſpirit, ſince fo hopeful a 
bloflome of his Family was fo quickly nipt 
off in the flower of her age. 


2, But this preſaged more croſſes, it was 
a great af{lition to him that things went 
ſo ill with the Church of God, as to pub- 
lick liberty, with which he ſympathized - 
tho he injoyed his; but himfelf alfo muſt raft 
a few drops of that cup that many of his 
Brethren hath a large draught of : in the 
Oxford A that commenced Aar.24. 166F. 
dy which Miniſters were baniſhed 5 miles 
from the place where they had formerly 
preached, it was judged expedient that he 
alſo ſhould at preſent withdraw from his. 
Houſe 3; upon that AR he begun to Travel, 
and his ſon-in-law with bim, amongft his 
friends in Cheſhire, and viſited (everal per- 
ſons of quality , lodging with them ſome 
Weeks, being kindly treated and loy- 
ingly entertained, being alſo of very great 
uſe , and leaving his good counſels and 
bleſſing where ever he came, notwithſtand- 
ing in that time he ſeemed to be out of his 
element, and longed to return home - ke 
wascompelled to return, for wearing his 
Boots dayly, a goutiſh humour ſeized 
on his foot, he then ſaid, Come fon, lets 
truſt 
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truſt God, and go home; fo he returned to 


his own houſe, and continued there without 
further trouble. 


3. He was very much aflited with,and at Zodily di- 
his tomach, which ſorely opprefied him,and ſtempers. 
he could not find eaſe of it by any means he 
could uſe 3 he was adviſed to take Tobacco, 


but could never deal with it. 


4. His very dear Wives death about two 
years before his own, was a grievous and 
bitter aſflition to him, whom he had in- jy, 
joyed 32 years to his abundant content eve- 
ry way; and indeed ſhe was a dear and' 
deſirable companion, very helpful in ſpi- 
rituals and temporals, drawing evenly 
in the ſame yoke ; z of a truely Chriſtian 
temper;one thing further I ſhall add of her, 
noted to my hand, as a peculiar privilidg,aud 
rare amongſt Chriſtians, "That God gave her 
early aſſurance of his love, and ſhe faid al- 
{o not long befor her death, he had never 
withdrawn it from her all her time : this 
was very obſervable: and far different from 


Gods dealings with his former Wite, of 


whom Mr, eLnger laith in fome remarks 
left in writing upon her life, that tho God 
moved her heart to ſeck him from 8 years of 
age, yet he neyer gave her ſettled aſſurance 
of his love 'while ſhe lived : BehoJd the 
f God with his own 


arbitrary dealings 0 
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dear Children: but God is infinitely wiſe in 
theſe cales. . 


But the great affliion, the very accent 
and quinteſcence of his aſfliion, was the 
ſin and miſcarriage of ſome of his Children 
this, this did cut him to the very heart,and 
lay as a continual preſſing load on his Spi- 
ritz his Son, his only Son, devoted to God 
not only in Chriſtian profeſſion, but Mini- 
terial ſunAion , miſcarrying under ſuch 
education , with ſuch . aggravations, this 
went ſo near him, that tvoch words dropt 
from Mr. Angers lips, of bitter complaint 
to one related to him, as ſhewed his heavy 
reſentment of ſome burdens of that nature; 
Tho he had paid for his Son 4.c0 /. In a few 
years, to the prejudicing of his own eſtate, 
yct he ſaw it did no good, and yet that 
was all nothing in compariſon of the ditho- 
 nour to God by his extravagancies : his 
friend ſaid, Sir, God hath given you much 
grace, and He is reſolved to exerciſe it; 
Ah, faid he, but it is hard, very hard to 
bear; a ſtrange word from ſuch a man: but 
he could bezr any thing better than ſin, But 


eſpecially in ſonear arelation; as the Angel. 


of the Epbeſian Church, to whom it is faid, 
Rev. 2. 23. Thou canſt not bear thew which 
are evil, yet baſt born, and haſt patience, and 
for my name ſake haſt laboured, and haſt not

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his deareſt Heavenly father, cut him to the 
quick ; and Souls of a ſenſible ſpirit know 
what this means; but God bore up this good 
mans heart, (as he did Davids) with hopes 
and confidence in the bleſſed Covenant , 
that ſure and well ordered Covenant: this he 
ſtuck to, this he pleaded and dependcd up.

thers, to acquaint them with his condition, 
hoping for and deſiring their prayers -: 
he-expeRted his own Sons coming dayly out 
of Lincolnſhire, but he came not while he 
was living -. he ordered his.Son-in law to 
be ſent for, a meſſenger was diſpatched to 
him, but tho he haſted away towards him, 
yet he came not till this holy Man of God 
had breathed his laſtz a few hours before, 
ca the ſame day, his approaching diſſoluti- 
on came on apace, yethad he the free exer- 
cite of his underſtanding to the laſt; and as 
he had been a man of prayer all his days,

Eternal ſabbath with his deareſt Lord; and 
and it was his own obſervation, that God oft 
takes home his Miniſters and people upon

Thus fell that bright Rar, thus ſet that 
ſhining Sun in the firmament of the Church, 
or rather hid from our eyes, to ſhine more

as the brightneſs of the firmament, and they 
that turn many to righteouſneſs, as the ſtars 
for ever.and ever. Thus this Pillar is taken 
down that bore up an incredible weight, 
not diſcerned ſo well then, as felt day:y by 
{ad experience ſince his removal from _ 
tne 
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the fabrick : thus is this plant of renown 
tranſplanted into a better foyl : this ancient 
tree of Gods own plainting, that had ſhel- 
tered many with its ſhadowing ſhroud, and 
fed many with its grateful fruit, is at laſt 
fallen by the ſtroak of death, yet bears both 
ripe and plentiful-fruit in the heavenly pa- 
radice above - he that uttered words of life 
to"others, is dead : he that by the grace of 
God quickened others, is himfelf ſtruck 
dead : dead, faid 1, no he is but aſl:ep, the 
ſting of death was gone, the fear of death 
was vaniſhed : he lived an holy life: he 
died an happy death : he lived deſired, an4 
died lamented, he lived to a good old ape : 
himſelf would ſometimes ſay, that he had 
lived two years beyond the age of a man,for ' 
he died in the 492 year of his ape, in the

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Oxford, and being occaſionally at Mr. Caſes 
houſe, when Mr. e Angier was there, Mr. 
LFngier went to prayer, but God fo reached 
and warmed the young Miniſters heart by 
that prayer,that he hath cauſe to remember 
it while he hath a day to live, and hop:s he 
ſhall never forget itz yea it had influence 
upon others related, who from that time 
proved as uſeful and ſuccesful inſtruments of 
Gods glory, and the good of Souls, as 
any I have heard of in thoſe latter 
rimes, 


The whole Nation and Church of God 
ſeem much clouded by the obſcuring of this

That Lords -day when Mr. eAngiers 
Corps lay in his houſe,two Miniſters preach- 
ed in his Chappel , two funeral Sermons, 
the one ſeeming to be a funeral Sermon

er. 


_ 'That- which concerned the people car- 
ried an ominous preſage of the death of 
their Goſpel priviledges, and Sunſetting of 
their glorious day, ſadly predied from 
Gen. 6.

have, on which we {urfeit; which beſides 
nauleating , neither have I had any good by 
it,” but much hurt many ways.

finful compliance,could I think it to be; and 


this was much ſet upon. my heart, thar if I 


did hear it thus, I ſhould never have pcace 
in my Conſcience more z 3nd the confidera- 
tion of that great loſs by ſiinning agaiaſt 
light, did much increaſe and aggravate my 
perplexity : I called: in a godly kinſwoman, 
and fhewed her of my trouble;we both confi 
dered,whether it might not be a Tetnptation, 
but could not find it fo; ſhe faid if it were a 
fin in me, my ſtaying from it would occaſion 
more;that the Lords day would be profaned 
by the wrath and bitter words of a Superior. 
But while I could get no fatisfaftion, they 
ſtayed for me 3 my neareſt Relation bad me 
never go, except I was better ſatisfied 
ſeveral Mefſengers were ſent by ſome; thar 
it fcems would not ga without me 3 fo to 
latisfe them I went, but did not hear any 
of itz I wiſh it were (but it is not poſſible) 
for me with my Pen to expreſs what I felc

Tongue is not able to utter it, and Qiill its 
freſh upon my thoughts of conforming in

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this thing, its brought to my remembrance, 
I am (as it were) bid toremember my ter- 
rors at ſuch a place, on this account. 


All this put together, and duly conſider- 
ed, theſe Queries I make. 

t. Wherh*r | ought to hear it, as ſome 
preſs, that it is a fin to forbear ? or whe- 
ther it be not ſtaful in me to hear it? Or 
whether I may ſometimes, as ſeldom as I 
cafi (to avoid the penalties) hear ? Or, 

2, Whether upon theſe accounts of my 
forbearance, I may comfortably fuffer what 
may be inflicted, and expe& ſupport?
